on the peninsula, whose tip lies 
opposite the big enemy base at 
Akyab on the Bay of Bengal. 
Nev ertheless, observ ers said the 
British had achiev ed three objec­ 
tiv es: 
1. They killed many Japanese. 
2. They piined v aluable experi­ 
ence in Jungle warfare. 
3. They balked any Japanese 
plan to inv ade India before the 
monsoon. 
Meanwhile, British headquar­ 
ters said JIAF warplanes blasted 
Japanese positions at Donbaik, on 
the Mayu peninsula, and strafed 
enemy riv er craft and Japanese 


troops mov ing along the Toungoo 
road. 
A communique said that the 
RAF also bombed Akyab and the 
enemy airfield at Mag we. 
Japanese planes attacked an al­ 
lied airfield in southeast Bengal 
prov ince, India, and inflicted a 
few minor casualties and slight 
damage.

If the united nations are to win 
the peace, they must not only win 
the battle of guns but also the 
battle of ideas. 
Unless they win the battle of 
ideas, they will bequeath to on­ 
coming generations another cat­ 
aclysm. 
The United States through Pan- 
Americanism is pointing the way 
to an enduring world peace. 
Upon this thesis, Dr. Ben M. 
Cherxington addressed a Univ er­ 
sity 
of 
Nebraska 
conv ocation 
Tuesday afternoon at the Student 
Union. A graduate .of the univ er­ 
sity, Dr. Cherrington spoke from 
intimate knowledge of conditions 
observ ed as chief of the div ision 
of cultural relations in the state 
department in 19 39 and 19 40. 
“Need Regeneration.” 
As he enlarged on the subject, 
“The Americas in the World of 
Tomorrow,” he drew on informa­ 
tion obtained while attending v a­ 
rious conferences in Latin Am­ 
erica. 
“If we win the battle of guns.” 
Dr. Cherrington said, "it would be 
stupid to take the guns and leav e 
the ideas. 
To win the battle of ideas, re­ 
generation of these nations must 
come 
from 
within 
the 
people 
themselv es—a pretty large order, 
he admitted. 
"W’hat each <xie of us does, pro­ 
foundly affects 
the 
battle 
of 
ideas. Hitler has seized upon the 
worst phases of our political and 
economic systems in pointing out 
with diabolical clev erness to the 
peoples outside the united nations 
what he says they may expect. 
There is so much of truth in what 
he says that it is effectiv e. 
“Amcmg the 
millions both in 
and outside the sphere of influ­ 
ence of the united nations there 
is hunger for a larger share in 
the good things of life, for se­ 
curity, for the good life. The com­ 
mon people are pressing for dig­ 
nity, for status. They want to be 
wanted. In the far east the cry is 
that the white man has had his 
day. 
“The only way to conquer this 
feeling it 
to 
acknowledge the 
truth, confes.s humbly and tomor­ 
row bring forth deeds to v alidate 
our promises.” 
Dr. Cherrington turned to the 
American scene, asserting that in 
the United SUtes itself the Span- 
ish-Americans in Colorado, New 
Mexico and 
Arizona had been 
poorly treated. 
“Well Repaid.” 
Policies like these, he said, lend 
color to the enemy cry that the 
good neighbor policy is hypocrisy. 
These Spanish-Americans should 
enter into the lull measure of 
democracy. 
“Perhaps,” he said, “the good 
neighbor policy begins in Scotts- 
bluff.’* 
The United States when it oc­ 
cupied the Philippines first sent 
teachers by the thousands. 
“How well this has been re­ 
paid by the fortitude of the Fili­ 
pino patriots who fought with the 
Americans!” he exclaimed. 
Dr. Cherrington did not draw 
a pleasant picture of the exploi­ 
tation 
of 
Latin-America 
from 
189 5 to 19 28 ending when Secre­ 
tary of State Hughes met a solid 
phalanx of opposition at Hav ana. 
He asserted under the Roosev elt 
and Hull policies “amazing prog­ 
ress has been made in the last 12 
years.” 
Hitler, he said, was aiming at 
the heart of the western hemis­ 
phere when he planted his nazis 
all ov er the continent below the 
equator. 
"The need now is for an Intel­ 
ligent 
long-range 
program 
for 
Latin-America. 
Argentine 
now 
has a market for its exports in 
wartime but in peacetime it often 
is a competitor. 
Railroads may 
be built to open up this and other 
undev eloped republics so that in­ 
habitants who hav e but the faint­ 
est knowledge of what democ­ 
racy means may buy their own 
products. Then stockgrowers here 
need not fear Argentine beef, for 
standards will be raised and it 
will be bought at home.

In o ne It was sett fo rth that a unicameral leg­ 
islative co mmittee, po ndering upo n the matter o f 
o ld age assistance, decided to send LB 277, raising 
o ld age assistance pay ments fro m $30 s mo nth to 
$40, fo r general file. 
In ano ther the results o f a co nference between 
President Ro o sevelt and three pro minent farm 
leaders in Washingto n in relatio n to the manpo wer 
sho rtage o n the farms were set fo rth. 
Lo cral 
draft bo ards were blamed fo r picking upo n the 
y o ung men o f military age o n the farms, induct­ 
ing them into the armed services, and in this 
fashio n creating a serio us pro blem o f fo o d pro ­ 
ductio n. 
It was a bit unfair to the draft bo ards. 
They were, after all, co nfro nted with a pro blem o f 
meeting the quo tas assigned to them. 
But an o ffice visito r Tuesday po sed still ano ther 
situatio n. She is to o y o ung to qualify fo r o ld age 
resistance pay ments; to o o ld, it appeared, fro m her 
repo rt, in the judgment o f tho se directing private 
industry to be o f value as a wo rker in it. 
She 
wanted to kno w what to do . Since the suspensio n 
o f the wo rks pro gram she has been unemplo y ed. 
She stands o n her o wn feet, suppo rts herself, but 
ro w findg herself blo cked at every private agency 
upo n which she calls. 
It isn’t an easy questio n, no r an iso lated o ne. 
There are a co nsiderable number o f these peo ple 
appro aching six ty y ears o f age. and under six ty - 
five y ears o f age, who wo uld like to wo rk, and 
represent themselves as being willing to wo rk, pri­ 
vate emplo y ment is no t o pen to them. 
To so me 
degree at least the manpo wer sho rtage arises fro m 
practices in the day s when there was a surplus o f 
labo r and no ne but the stro ng and the y o ung co uld 
get the no d. Age and its ex perience, which sho uld 
have had so me value, co mmanded o nly the bo o t. 
Old age assistance, and the present manpo wer 
sho rtage are indirectly related at this time to 
practices which industry develo ped.

TT HAS been lo ng, lo ng fo rgo tten but in 1916 the 
distinguished American jurist,' Charles Evans 
Hughes, resigned as an asso ciate justice o f the 
United States Supreme co urt to beco me the re­ 
publican candidate fo r president. 
On a miniature scale, the actio n o f the senate 
judiciary co mmittee in withho lding appro val o f the 
no minatio n o f fo rmer Go verno r James Allred o f 
Tex as to be a judge o f the circuit co urt o f appeals 
adds to the accumulating evidence o f co ngressio nal 
puttering in the po litical basement. After his de­ 
feat in 1918, Charles Evans Hughes went o n to 
return to the Supreme co urt bench and to beco me 
the chief justice o f the United States Supreme 
co urt, and a very able and useful chief justice at 
that. 
The questio n invo lved in the no minatio n o f 
fo rmer Go verno r Allred is whether he is a go o d 
judge. 
Is he learned in the law; a judge who in­ 
stills co nfidence and faith in the co urts? 
His o ppo sitio n has co nfined itself so lely to the 
fact that he stepped do wn fro m a place o n the 
federal bench to beco me a candidate fo r the 
United States senate in the demo cratic primaries o f 
that state. 
He was defeated by a demo crat, and 
the successful no minee in the primary became the 
senato r fro m Tex as. The margin o f his defeat was 
a mo st slender o ne. 
And o n that basis a so lid 
republican blo c o f senato rs, falling back upo n 
the charge that he had been persuaded to enter 
the senato rial race with the understanding that if 
unsuccessful he wo uld be returned to the bench, 
no w stand in his path.
